Pian Approval 


College Will Present 
Private Bill to House 


Pere eon College will pre- 
sent at next session of the On- 
tario Legislature a private bill 
which, if passed by the Ontario 
House, will give the College the 
power to grant its own degrees. 
Degrees won by Assumption gradu- 
ates in the past have been those of 
the University of Western Ontario 
of which Assumption is an affili- 
ated college. This step does not 
necessarily mean the immediate ces- 
sation of affiliation with the uni- 
versity. 

Father LeBel, the College presi- 
dent, revealed the new development 
in the following statement issued 
on December 29: 

Text of Statement 

“Assumption College is applying 
to the Ontario Legislature for a re- 
vision of its original Act of Incor- 
poration. This act was passed by the 
Legislature of the Province of Can- 
ada in 1858, nine years previous to 
Confederation and one year after 
instruction had commenced in the 
college. 

“The purposes of this revision 
are the reorganization of the admin- 
istration of the college and the en- 
larging of its powers. In particular, 
Assumption College seeks the ex- 
plicit right to confer its own uni-

Fr. Barron Writes 
From Japan Post 


Expresses Appreciation 
For Gift By Students 


ROM far away Sonobe, Japan, 

Father Girard, moderator of the 
High School Mission Society, re- 
cently received a letter from Fr. Ed 
Barron, Maryknoll missioner, ex- 
pressing his gratitude for the gift 
of $100 for his mission from the high 
school students. 

Arthritis Victim 

The letter from Fr. Barron, an 
Assumption graduate of 33 years 
ago, tells of his condition, about 
which many of his alumni friends 
have been worried for the past 
couple of years. Fr. Barron, a vic- 
tim of arthritis, was unable for 
more than a year to use his fingers 
and so went unanswered much mail 
for a long period of time. His letter 
tells of his improved health and the 
progress made by his mission since 
its foundation three years ago. His 
letter follows: 


“Dear Father Girard: 


“It is most embarrassing to ac- 
knowledge, at this late date, your 
generous and substantial gift of one 
hundred dollars donated by the stud- 
ents of Assumption High School. I 
hasten to assure you it was neither 
negligence nor ingratitude which 
detained me from expressing my 
deep appreciation. For the past two

Started in 1950 

“The Sonobe mission was erected 
in February, 1950, It is the first 
mission to be established in this sec- 
tion of the Kyoto Vivariate where, 
for a distance of seventy-five miles, 
it was impossible to propagate the 
faith due to the scarcity of priests. 
Thanks to the intervention of Gen- 
eral Macarthur who informed Rome 
that this Empire was ripe for the 
harvest, religious orders of men and 
women from various countries 
throughout the world arrived to 
stake their claims; churches, con- 
vents, schools, hospitals and orphan- 
ages sprouted over night. 

“During the past three years the 
Sonobe mission has shared gener- 
ously in the abundant graces God 
has and continues to lavish upon 
Japan. We have established a tem- 
porary church and permanent rec- 
tory, a Catholic Girls High School 
(the finest Catholic Girls High 
School in the Vicarate), set up a 
Clinic with a resident doctor and 
two nurses who treat an average of 
twelve thousand poor people an- 
nually (no money or gifts accepted); 
sixteen Catechists employed and 
eighteen out-missions established. 
To date we have six hundred bap- . 
tisms recorded and two hundred 
fifty-five catechumens under instruc- 
tion, amongst whom are three Bud- 
dhist priests. I’m waiting and pray- 
ing for the day when the Basilian 
Order will establish a school here.

Ontario Grants 
College Right To 
Award Degrees 


Board of Governors And 
Senate Will Be Set Up 


BY a private bill submitted to and 
passed by the Ontario Legis- 
lature recently, Assumption College 
now enjoys the power of conferring 
its own university degrees. The As- 
sumption College bill varied the 
provisions of the College’s original 
incorporation of 1858 and enlarged 
and widened its powers. 
What Act Says 

Specifically the new act states 
(paragraph 3): “The College shall 
have university powers, including: 

““(a) the power to establish and 
maintain such faculties, schools, in- 
stitutes, departments, chairs and 
courses of instruction as may be 
determined by the board; 

“(b) the power to confer univers- 
ity degrees and honorary degrees 
and awards in any and all branches 
of learning.” 

The new act also established a 
Board of Governors and a Senate to 
conduct the affairs of the College. 

Bill Approved 

The Assumption College act re- 
ceived its third reading in the On- 
tario Legislature on March 13, 

The provisions of the bill were 
drawn up by the Hon. Charles P. 
McTague, Q.C., well-known To- 
ronto lawyer and former member of 
the Assumption staff. The bill was

“Very pleased to receive this 
large gift from my Alma Mater and 
shall use it in the best possible way. 
It is over two. years now since I left 
Japan for Korea. Since that time I 
have been a chaplain for the Pris- 
oners of War from North Korea 
where and among whom [I lived as 
a missionary priest till 1941. Many 
of the prisoners are seeking and 
finding a. new way of life in our 
prison camps on the mainland of 
Korea. 

“The Communists are still all in 
or near Kojedo. Besides the large 
number who are entering the 
Church, a group of about 60 wish to 
study for the priesthood. Some of 
them have already finished first year 
Latin. I hope that they can enter 
the seminary after their detention as 
Korea has been hard hit by the 
Communist invasions in which about 
60% of the brothers, nuns and 
priests are dead or missing. Best 
wishes and greetings to all at As- 
sumption.”

In College Course 
Is Encouraging 


Number in High School 
Classes Up Slightly 


SSUMPTION COLLEGE this 
year has a 10 percent increase 
over last year in the number of full- 
time students enrolled. Fr. Swan, 
the Registrar, said this year’s in- 
crease was very encouraging since 
the high school graduating classes 
of last June were smaller than usual, 
Rapidly Climbing 

The enrolment of part-time stu- 
dents is rapidly approaching last 
year’s figure of 311. Since the last 
day for registration is October 10, 
after this issue goes to press, final 
figures will be published in the No- 
vember issue. 

Among the newcomers to 
Assumption are a co-ed and a 
Freshman from Panama, three male 
students from Hong Kong and two 
from Trinidad. 

Although the majority of Cana- 
dian students are from Essex county 
there is an increase in the number 
from northern and central Ontario.

Tells of Threats 

In two letters to his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Frederick Lalande of 
Windsor, one from Shanghai just 
before his expulsion, and the other 
from Hong Kong after he reached 
safety, Fr. Lalande revealed that the 
Communists by threats tried to get 
him to sign a statement that he had 
asked permission to leave China. 
This he refused to do and two weeks 
later was expelled along with two 
other priests and a nun. 

Of his departure, Fr. Lalande 
wrote: “God permitted that I should 
leave but I would willingly have 
stayed had I been able. My heart 
is still there.”

Don’t know where I stand in my subscription to Alumni Chat- 
ter but the enclosed will help the situation somewhat, I hope. 
Have enjoyed receiving The Chatter but regret the lack of in- 
formation on the boys of my time of ’39-’41. (How about it? 
readers from those years, Ed.) I guess that many of us have 
gone our different paths ... and that is natural. Things are 
coming along well with me, no complaints. There is always 
work to do in the priesthood and one can be as busy as one cares 
to be in this rural work. I have found myself to be busy thus 
far in my two years as pastor of St. Michael’s. The mission 
church, St. Joseph, Mayville is around 20 miles from here. Three 
Masses on Sunday, 7.30 and 11.30 here and 9.30 at Mayville. 
Besides this confessions before Mass at Mayville followed by 
Benediction. Also Benediction here after 11.30 Mass. It keeps 
me going. Up at 6 a.m. and usually have breakfast at 1 p.m. 
It makes a long Sunday. But I wouldn’t change it for any other 
kind of life. Hope to be seeing you one of these days. My per- 
sonal regards to all who might have been there ‘in my time’ and 
might remember me.” BILL PRENDERGAST, St. Albert, 
Alberta: “Enclosed cheque to cover my arrears for last year 
and this. Notice my new address. I am a postulant with the 
Oblates of Mary Immaculate and I am to go to St. Norbert, 
Manitoba, for the remainder of my postulancy and my novitiate. 
Then I take the cassock of the O.M.I. brotherhood and return 
to Alberta to teach in an Indian school.

There is 
another priest here by the name of Fr. Lacombe who is over 
80 years of age and a nephew to Pére Lacombe who was an 
original in these parts of Alberta. By the way Monty and Bill 
Nigro do not work together in the same business. Monty is the 
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general. manager of New West Construction in Edmonton. 
Monty had a very serious operation about a month ago and has 
not yet completely recovered. Al Dubensky is a well known and 
very successful lawyer in Edmonton.
